NKW YOBK, June 24.—The tng James 


D. Nichols, owned by Wm. Beeves, of 
this city, foundered off the Atlantic 
Highlands shortly before 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. The Nichols had on board 
a party of excursionists numbering 
sixty-eight persons, and also a crew of 
five tnen. A* near as can be learned at 
this writing forty-eight persons were 
rescued by the steamer Algonquin, of 
the Clyde line, and the tugs Governor, 
Wallace B. Flint and B. J. Morgan. 
This leaves twenty-five persons unac- 
counted for and these hare probably 
been drowned. The names of the 
victims have not all been learned yet, 
and it will probably be several days 
before a complete list of the dead can 
be gathered. A partial list follows: 


The tug- Nichols was chartered by an 


association known as the Herring- Fish- 
ing- club, whose headquarters are at 55 
First avenue, this city. The tug-, with 
the party on board, left the foot of 
Fifth street, East river, at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning. She stopped at pier 3 on 
her way to the fishing banks of Sea 
Bright, N. J., where several more per- 
sons were taken on board. 


There was a quantity of beer aboard, 


but from the accounts of the rescued 
passengers no one was intoxicated. 


The Nichols passed on down through 


the narrows, and then moved over to 
the fishing banks. She arrived there 
about 9:30. Here thf excursionists 
fished until about noon, when the start 
for the homeward journey was made. 


As the tug proceeded on her course 


toward the city, the wind freshened to 
some extent, and the waves rolled 
higher. The change in the weather 
and sea seemed not to affect the craft 
or the spirits of those on board of her< 
The steamer Algonquin, of the Clyde 
line, passed the tug and the latter fol- 
lowed in the wake of the big steamer. 
At that time there appeared to be 
nothing amiss on the Nichols. But in 
a half hour the situation was com- 
pletely changed. The big waves be- 
came more boisterous and dashed up 
against the sides of the tug, throwing 
spray over the excursionists who were 
on the deck. 


Here, where the trouble commenced, 


the stories as to what next happened, 
begin to conflict. According to one 
chapter of the narratives, the fish- 
ermen, to avoid getting wet, moved 
around to the side of the vessel, where 
the waves did not strike with such force 
and it is claimed by some that with the 
increased weight on one side the tug 
toppled over and the water ran into 
her to such an extent that it became 
impossible" to navigate her. She strug- 
gled for a short distance and then, as 
the water continued to roll into her, 
she sank further and further into the 
swells and went down. 


Others say that the shifting of the 


passengers had nothing to do with the 
accident. These allege that the tug 
was an old and rotten affair; that she 
was terribly overcrowded and conse- 
quently topheavy, and that when she 
got into the heavy sea she simply went 
over. 


As nearly as can be ascertained, twen- 


ty-four persons or thereabouts were 
drowned. The figures are secure* by 
estimates from the number of persons 
who were aboard and the number who 
were saved. 


When the accident occurred the Al- 


gonquin, which was headed for New 
York on her journey from Jacksonville 
and Charleston, had reached a point 
about four miles.southeast of Scotland 
lightship. It was just 12:45 p. m., ac- 
cording to her officers, when the scream 
of a whistle, givefl in such a way as to 
demote distress, came over the sea. It 
reached tbe ears of Capt. Samuel Platt, 
who was standing on the bridge. The 
captain observed the big tug rolling 
and pitching on the waves. With the 
aid of his glasses he saw the craft was 
crowded with people, and that she was 
on the point of foundering. 


He signalled the engine room. A mo- 


ment latter the big ship was in the 
face of the wind, rolling easily on the 
big waves. Before the screws of the 
ship had ceased their revolutions, an 
order had been issued to First OfBcer 
Rich to lower and man the life boat. 
The command was quickly executed. 
Boat No. 4, on the port side of the 
steamer, was hurriedly swung troat its 
davits and Officer Itich, accompanied 
by four seamen, scrambled into it. 


It was a dangerous task, but it was 


accomplished, and the people oa the 
Trig steamer looked over to where they 
had seen the tug. As they did so the 
little vessel careened away over to the 


pie*. The raft was the most sought for, 
and those who were so fortunate as to 
make it were saved. 


As soon as the Algonquin's boat 


reache^ the scene of the accident and 
commenced the work of rescue, she 
was joined in her labor by three tugs— 
the Governor, the Wallace B. Flint, 
and the R. J. Moran. Allot theee 
vessels had been cruising in the vicin- 
ity when the tug that had passed be- 
neath the waters first 'sent up her 
Whistle of distress. They responded 
to the 
call,, 
and 
though 
they 


were 
farther 
away 
at 
the 


time than 
was 
the 
Algonquin, 


reached the drowning people about the 
same time as did the steamer's crew. 
Together they commenced to take the 
people from the water and from the 
raft. Everyone was cool and collected 
and in less than twenty minutes from 
the time the rescurers arrived those 
who remained afloat had reached 
havens of safety. 


The Moran confined its attention to 


those on the raft. 
These, together 


with the few that it had picked up 
from the water numbered thirty-four. 
The Algonquin's crew secured nine, 
while the Governor and the Flint also 
got a number on board tbts;? respective 
boats. 
The lost tug's lifeboat was 


found floating about by the Algon 
qum's crew. It was full of water 
and had evidently been overturned 
many times. In the bottom of it, liow- 
eveV, tang-led in ropas, was fotiHd 
the 


body of a man. Whoever he was, he 
had probably prepared for the plunge 
into the sea. His coat was off and his 
shirtsleeves rolled up to his shoulders. 
Efforts were made to revive the spark 
of life that was at first thought to still 
be within him, but they were unavail- 
ing-. 


When the crew from the Algonquin 


had picked up all they could carry in 
their life boat—nine living- and one 
dead—they put back to the vessel, 
which had in the meantime been put 
about and wa$ lying not far from the 
point 
where 
the 
accident 
had 


occurred. 
It 
was far too rough 


to attempt to bring 
the rescued 


On board 
tbe 
steamship; 
a line 


was thrown to the life boat and 
she was towed to quarantine. At the 
latter place they were brought to the 
Algonquin's deok. 
Later they were 


brought up to the city by the steamer. 
The tug which had assisted in the 
rescue had also brought to the city the 
isurvivors they had picked up.

The T««t of Projectile. »t Indian Head 


Proving; Ground* Saturday. 


WASHINGTON, June 34.—In a test of 


projectiles against old armor plates 
(not 
harveyized) yesterday at Indian 


Head proving grounds, some astound- 
ing results were obtained. A 18-inch 
Carpenter projectile, weighing half a 
ton went clear through a 17-ineh nickel- 
steel plate with its customary backing. 
Another, after plowing its way through 
the sand butts against which the plate 
was bedded, was finally recovered un- 
broken and to all intents as good as 
new in the woods 500 yards away. 


A Wheeler-Sterling shell of the same 


dimensions, was also fired under similar 
conditions, piercing the. plate and back- 
ing and going into the butt, whence it 
has not been recovered, so it is not 
known whether it received any injury. 
This remarkable performance of two 
shells furnished by different makers 
shows what a tremendous engine of 
destruction the United States secured 
in its IH-inch gun, which has rather 
aptly been christened "the peace- 
maker." 


The shells weighed 1,100 pounds 


each and it is thought from their be- 
havior yesterday that the "peace- 
maker" could drive them through the 
greatest battleship ever built. Yester- 
day's test was for the acceptance of 
fifty similar projectiles from each of 
the contractors.

Conviction of Voter* Who Came From Ken 


York's Doleful Friaon. 


Three men were convicted in thecouri 


of oyer and terminer on Monday (two ol 
them pleaded guilty) of the offense ol 
voting from the Tombs in violation o) 
section 8 of article 2 of the state consti- 
tution, which declares that "no person 
shall be deemed to have gained or lost a 
residence by reason of his presence or 
absence while in the service of the Unit- 
ed States, or while kept in any alms- 
house or other asylum at public expense, 
or while confined in any public prison.' 


The case of the defendant Cady, who 


was found guilty by a jury, was peculiar 
He had voluntarily resided for seven 
years, without commitment for any of- 
fense, in the Tombs. He had no other 
home. He was not qualified to vote from 
any other domicile. He registered and 
voted from the city prison, from which 
he readily obtained egress, and he was 
tried and convicted. Judge Barrett an 
nounced, however, that he would give a 
certificate of reasonable doubt, so tha' 
the question whether a man without a 
home, except such as he obtains for him 
self in a city prison, is actually and to- 
tally disfranchised, might be decided bj 
a higher court. The situation is certain 
ly an odd one.—New York Sun.

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FRANCE IN MOURNING 


President Oarnot Falls by tbe Hand 


of an Assassin. 


FATALLY STABBED BY AX AHAKGHIST. 


The Fou! Deed Committed Just After 


the President Had Left a Banquet 


Given in His Honor in the 


City of Lyons, 


Tbe Wounded President Died mt ma Early 


Boor this Morning, After h Few 


Hotm* Soifertos—The A»- 


i In Ctutodr. 


PABIS, June 86.—Sadi Carnot, presi- 


dent of the republic, was stabbed mor- 
tally at 9-05 o'clock last evening in Ly- 
ons, by Casrio Santo, an Italian anarch- 
ist, 21 years old. 


President Carnot went to Lyons to 


•visit the exhibition of arts, sciences 
•nd industries. H* left the chamber 
of commerce banquet, given in his hon- 
or, shortly after 0 o'clock, and walked 
to his carriage, which was waiting 
in the Place 
de la 
Bourse. He 


had hardly taken his seat when Santo, 
a newspaper in his hand, pressed 
through the crowd and sprang upon 
the carriage step. President Carnot 
started slightly. 
Santo snatched a 


dagger 
from 
the newspaper and 


plunged it into the President's abdo- 
men near the liver. The president 
Bank back unconscious. He was taken 
at once to the prefecture and the most 
skillful surgeons in the city were sum- 
moned. Meantime Santo was arrested. 


I 
Prettamt Sadl Carnot 


The news spread swiftly to eve'ry 


part of the city. Infuriated crowds 
filled tie streets. Before 10 o'clock an 
Italian restaurant had been sacked and 
the police were obliged to strain every 
nerve to protect the Italian consulate. 


President Carnot arrived in Lyons 


Saturday and intended to remain there 
over Tuesday. He was accompanied 
by Gen. Borius, chief of his military 
household, most of his other house- 
hold officials. Premier Dupuy, M. Bor- 
deaux and other members of the cab- 
inet. He was received enthusiastically 
at the station by the mayor and the 
district officials, whp. in twenty-seven 
landaus drawn by horses draped with 
the tri-colors, escorted him and his 
party to the hotel De Ville, about three 
kilometres distant. 


Cheering crowds filled • the streets 


and gave the president such a welcome 
as he had seldom received. There was 
a luncheon at the hotel and in the 
evening a dinner at the prefecture. 


- 
From the balcony of the prefecture 


the president reviewed a large torch- 
light procession, which was followed 
by fireworks and an illumination. 


Yesterday the president and his party 


paid a state visit to the exhibition in 
the Pare de la Tete d'Or. Afterward 
the president heM a reception at the 
prefecture. He planned to go to the 
Grand theater on the Place de la 
Comedi last evening after the banquet 
at the chamber of commerce. 


He was in a peculiarly happy mood 


during the banquet, and was notice- 
ably elated at the cordiality of his re- 
ception, not only by the crowd outside 
tbe building, but also by the guests 
within. He was cheered incessantly 
from the moment he left the chamber 
of commerce until he took the carriage 
tor the theater. 


When Santo was within a few feet of 


the carriage he waved a paper as if in- 
tending to present a petition, and thus 
threw off their guard the.persons near- 
est to the president. He was sei/ed 
just as he was about to jump from the 
step, and had but half drawn the dag- 
ger. 


The demonstrative enthusiasm of the 


crowd caused the confusion which gave 
Santo his opportunity, as he was able 
to push his way forward quite un- 
noticed until at the step of the carriage. 
As Santo sprang away from the car- 
riage step and tried to escape he was 
seized and surrounded. But for the 
prompt interference of the police he 
would have been torn anS trampled to 
death on the spot. As soon as the 
police extricated him from the hands 
of his captors they hurried him off to 
the station house. 


The president had repeated hemor- 


rhages after he was taken to the pre- 
fecture. He sank gradually, but stead- 
ily until 13:46 o'clock this morning 
when he died. Mme. Carnot and her 
two sons left Paris at 11:59 o'clock last 
evening by special train for Lyons. All 
the ministers who could not go to 
Lyons with the president were in 
counsel at the Elysec at midnight. 
The senate and chamber will be con- 
Tokecl to-day.

WARRTHRTOS. Jane 28.— In the senate to- 


day Mr. Hill wo* again the central fignre. A» 
boon as tbe tariff bill wu taken np, at 10:10, he 
started In and talked far an hour and three- 
quarters, worrying alike the wnatorB of his 
own party and those of tbe populist party. He 
spoke ol the latter an "coming to tbe front like 
tbe rubbish and dirt in a boiling pet of water," 
ana be said that ' barbed wire"— tbe only 
thing that It had obtained by Its coalition with 
tbe democrats — was Its fit emblem. 


After a couple of other speeches the work of 


voting on amendment* to the Income tax sec- 
tion* began.

GEN. TARSNEY STILL MISSING. 


The Outraged Officer's Position—Probable 


Canse of the Dastardly Visitation. 


COLOHDO SPRINGS, Col., June 23 —Po- 


lice officers are scouring the country 
for Adjt.-Gen. Tarsney, but can find no 
trace of the missing man. There was 
a meeting of twenty-five dejKity sher- 
iffs at Antler's park at 10 o'clock last 
night, and it is believed the plot against 
Gen. Tarsney was hatched there. Gov. 
Waite is greatly excited over the out- 
rage upon Gen Tarsney 
He has of- 


fered a reward of 91,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of any of the partici- 
pants. 


Timothy J. Tarsney was appointed 


adjutant general of Colorado by Gov 
Waite 
He is a brother of Congress- 


man Tarsney, of Missouri, and ex-Con- 
gressmen Tarsney, of Michigan Gen. 
Tarsney was the personal representa- 
tive of the governor during the police 
board troubles wrjpn the militia were 
opposite the city hall. His undaunted 
bearing at that time antagonized the 
police and their sympathizers, and all 
freely stated that if shooting eomf- 
menced life would be the first man to 
fall. 


In the earlier stages of the Cripple 


Creek trouble he was legal adviser for 
some of the miners, and since the set- 
tlement of the strike has resumed his 
services in that capacity. While the 
militia were in the field at Cripple 
Creek he was again the. direct rep- 
resentative of the governor, through 
whom orders were transmitted to Gen. 
Brooks. In this service he found him- 
self opposed once more to many of the 
men alligued against him at the city 
hall. The American Protective asso- 
ciation was bitter in its threats against 
Gen. Tarsney.

EEKLM, June 34. —Before starting for 


Kiel Emperor William celebrated a lit- 
tle diplomatic triumph in the settle- 
ment of the dispute over the Anglo- 
Belgian agreement. He influenced Bel- 
gium and England to come to terms 
with France, and thus prepare the way 
for the pacific conclusion of the whole 
incident. It has been arranged that a 
revised convention shall be signed in 
Brussfels shortly by the four powers 
concerned. The emperor has been re- 
proached on the one side with pursu- 
ing a narrow German policy, and on 
the other with showing a strong En- 
glish bias, but when the protocols, shall 
be made public, everybody will see 
that the reproaches of both classes are 
entirely unjust

AN AWFUL MINE DISASTER. 


Two Hnndred Miners Entomb«d by on Ex- 


plosion Near Pont-y-?rl<l, Y?alcs. 


LONDON, June 24 —An explosion oc- 


curred yesterday in the Albion coal 
mine near Pont-y-Prid, Glamorgan- 
shire, Wales, and 200 men were under- 
ground at the time. As soon as possi- 
ble a lescue party descended, but 
found their way barred by broken 
timber and 
wrecked 
machinery. 


Eventually they left tlie shaft for the 
galleries, only to find the works so 
badly damaged as to necessitate almost 
two hours' delay in getting at the men 
nearest the entrance. 


Crowds gathered at the pit from th« 


other colleries and the near-by villages. 
Miners' wives and children were there 
by the hundreds waiting the first news 
from below and making the usual dis- 
tressing scenes. The first two reports 
brought up from the mine were dis- 
couraging, and two iifcre rescue par- 
tics went down, and with other volun- 
teers, worked until 10 o'clock last night 
before any definite news could be got. 
Then it was reported that a hundred 
men had been killed. At 11 p. m., how- 
ever, the estimate was reduced to 
•ighty. 


The works are so badly chokctl with 


wreckage that the exploring is very 
slow. Accurate reports probably cat 
not be had before to-day noon. 


At 11.30 o'clock eighteen miners had 


been brought out alive from the Al- 
bion mines. Many dead bodies hava 
been recovered.
